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PREFACE 


To  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Saffron  Walden 
Borough  Council. 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1946. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  population  of  the  district  for  the 
year  was  6,796.  This  represents  an  increase  of  472  on  the  estimate  for  1939. 
During  the  period  between  1939  and  1946,  there  was  an  increase  of  95 
inhabited  houses,  according  to  the  Rate  Books. 

The  Death  Rate  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population  for  the  year  1946 
was  13.1,  and  the  average  for  the  five  years  preceding  the  outbreak  of  war 
was  13.4. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  the  year  was  15.8,  an  increase  of  more  than  50  per  cent 
on  the  average  rate  for  the  five  pre-war  years. 

The  ratio  of  population  to  occupied  houses  is  not  always  a  reliable  guide 
to  the  position  with  regard  to  housing  shortage;  in  this  Borough,  for  example, 
the  number  of  inhabited  houses  includes  an  unusually  high  proportion  of 
small  cottages  which  have  only  one  or  two  bedrooms,  and  cannot  be  regarded 
as  adequate  accommodation  for  growing  families.  The  steady  rise  in  the 
Birth  Rate  is  of  much  more  significance,  as  it  indicates  a  marked  increase  in 
the  number  of  families  for  whom  three  bedroomed  houses  will  be  required

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

Laboratory  Service.— Bacteriological  Laboratory  Service  ;  The  Essex 
County  Council  s  Scheme  serves  this  district,  specimens  being'  sent  to  St. 
Margaret  s  Hospital,  Epping  Samples  of  milk  are  examined  by  the  Essex 
Institute  of  Agriculture,  Writtle. 
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Ambulance  Facilities. — The  arrangements,  by  which  the  responsibility  for 
manning  the  Ambulance  and  dealing  with  calls  was  shared  between  two  part- 
time  drivers,  worked  without  serious  difficulties.  But  it  was  regarded  as  only 
a  temporary  measure  and  it  was  realised  that  a  safer  scheme  should  be  adopted 
as  soon  as  possible. 

When  the  services  of  a  whole-time  Ambulance  Officer  became  available 
the  two  Local  Authorities  agreed  to  appoint  him,  and,  in  accordance  with  the 
policy  which  had  been  approved  in  the  previous  year,  it  was  decided  to  employ 
him  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  where  he  could  be  usefully  occupied  in  the 
interests  of  both  Authorities,  with  the  added  advantage  of  being  near 
the  ambulance  and  having  the  use  of  a  constant  telephone  service. 

While  this  is  definitely  a  more  satisfactory  arrangement,  it  can  only  be 
regarded  as  the  first  step  in  the  provision  of  an  efficient  ambulance  service. 
There  is  still  the  uncertainty  of  being  able  to  find  part-time  assistance  on 
short  notice,  and  the  necessity  of  relying  too  much  on  the  support  of 
ambulance  services  outside  the  district. 

The  lack  of  an  associated  car  service  is  a  further  disadvantage.  Owing  to 
post-war  conditions  it  was  found  impossible  to  continue  the  work  which  had 
been  carried  out  by  the  Voluntary  Car  Pool  during  the  war  years,  and  the 
necessity  for  which  still  exists. 

Section  27  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  lays  on  Local  Health 
Authorities  the  duty  of  providing  all  Ambulance  Services  after  an  appointed 
day,  and  the  powers  conferred  on  District  Councils,  by  Section  197  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  will  then  be  repealed. 

The  proposed  Ambulance  Service  contemplates  the  employment  of 
“Sitting  case  cars”  in  addition  to  Ambulances.  Joint  arrangements  are  to 
be  made  with  neighbouring  Authorities.  Residence,  local  government  and 
other  boundaries  will  be  disregarded,  but  the  primary  responsibility  for 
providing  transport  will  lie  with  the  Local  Health  Authority  in  whose  area 
the  need  arises. 

Combination  with  Fire  Service  may  be  considered  should  responsibility 
for  the  latter  pass  to  the  control  of  the  Local  Health  Authority  on  the 
appointed  day. 

Ambulance  stations  will  be  required  where  calls  of  the  greatest  urgency  are 
expected;  their  situation  depending  on  the  distribution  of  population,  the 
location  of  industrial  undertakings,  hospitals  or  treatment  centres,  and  civil 
aerodromes.  Special  arrangements  will  be  required,  where  the  area  included 
a  major  airport,  for  dealing  with  patients  suffering  from  typhus  fever,  plague, 
smallpox,  etc. 
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Nursing— Two  District  Nurse  Midwives  are  provided  by  the  Local  Nurs¬ 
ing  Association,  which  is  affiliated  to  the  Essex  County  Nursing  Association 
and  receives  a  grant  from  the  County  Council. 

Hospitals. — The  population  of  the  area  served"  by  the  Isolation  Hospital  is 
approximately  23,000.  Patients  are  also  admitted  from  neighbouring  districts 
in  accordance  with  a  mutual  agreement. 

The  Hospital  has  a  total  accommodation  of  32  beds,  and  the  total 
number  of  patients  admitted  during  the  year  was  94  (Saffron  Walden  Borough 
47,  Rural  District  27  4  20  were  from  the  Services  and  neighbouring  districts. 
During  hostilities  the  average  yearly  number  of  admissions  was  188.  The 
majority  of  these  did  not  belong  to  the  area  normally  served  by  the  hospital; 
the  average  number  from  that  area  was  56.

No  extensions  of  water  mains  were  considered  by  the  Council  during  the 
year,  except  those  to  the  two  large  housing  sites  at  Shed’s  Lane  and  Ashdon 
Road,  and  to  the  temporary  bungalows  on  the  Little  Walden  Road 

A  analysis  of  a  sample  taken  on  the  3rd  May,  1946,  indicated  that  the  water 
continued  to  be  of  the  highest  standard  of  organic  and  bacterial  purity.  The

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — There  were  no  extensions  of  sewers  during  the 
year,  except  those  required  for  the  development  of  the  three  housing  sites. 

The  Scheme  for  the  supply  of  new  Sewage  Works,  which  had  been 
approved  in  principle  by  the  Council  before  the  outbreak  of  war,  was  again 
under  consideration  during  the  year.  The  Consulting  Engineers,  Messrs. 
Hayworth  and  Kemp,  prepared  new  plans  and  estimates,  but  pointed  out 
that  they  were  handicipped  in  preparing  their  reports  by  uncertainty  as  to 
the  ultimate  population  for  which  provision  should  be  made.  Their  estimates 
were  in  fact  confined  to  a  disposal  works  which  would  be  sufficient  for  the 
present  population,  plus  an  addition  which  might  be  expected  in  normal 
circumstances  over  a  period  of  thirty  years.  At  the  same  time  it  was  realised 
that  if  there  is  a  probability  of  any  abnormal  increase  of  population  before 
then,  provision  should  now  be  made  in  the  lay-out  of  works  and  pumping- 
station,  and  possibly  for  a  larger  sewer  from  the  Borough,  as  subsequent 
duplication  would  be  very  expensive. 
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Closet  Accommodation. — The  water-carriage  system  is  now  general  in  the 
Borough,  but  in  some  instances  there  is  still  insufficient  space  for  adequate 
sanitary  accommodation. 


Public  Cleansing. — Dust  bins  are  required  to  be  provided  for  all  new 
houses.  Weekly  collections  are  carried  out  by  the  Corporation,  a  lorry  be¬ 
longing  to  the  Council  being  used  for  the  purpose. 

Baths. — Extensive  structural  improvements,  including  the  installation  of 
filtration  plant,  were  approved  by  the  Council  in  1938,  but  progress  in  this 
direction  has  not  yet  been  possible. 

Camping  Sites.  There  are  3  sites  in  the  area  used  for  camping  purposes. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. — Fourteen  premises  were  found  to  be  infested 
with  Bed  Bugs.  There  has  been  an  increase  in  their  prevalence  during  the 
past  few  years,  and  in  most  cases  it  has  seemed  probable  that  they  were 
introduced  by  evacuated  families.

Rat  Destruction. — There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  rats 
recently,  and  a  full-time  Operator  paid  3,299  visits  to  property  in  the  district; 
the  Slade  and  Public  Sewers  also  received  treatment. 

The  War  Agricultural  Committee  is  responsible  for  rat  destruction  at  the 
Refuse  Dump  and  on  farms. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply. — National  Milk  Testing  and  Advisory  Scheme.  The  object 
of  this  Scheme  is  to  prevent,  as  far  as  possible,  the  serious  loss  of  milk  from 
souring  which  occurred  during  the  first  two  years  of  the  war. 

While  it  is  vital  to  secure  as  much  milk  as  possible  in  the  interests  of 
nutrition,  both  production  and  distribution  have  been  made  more  difficult  by 
shortage  of  labour  and  materials,  and  other  war-time  conditions.  It  has  there¬ 
fore  been  decided  to  concentrate  upon  methods  and  cleanliness. 

The  Testing  and  Advisory  Scheme  is  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  and  details  of  the  procedure  have 
been  explained  to  all  Local  Authorities  in  the  Various  Ministry  of  Flealth 
circulars. 

Under  the  Scheme,  all  milk  delivered  from  farms  is  sampled  and  tested;  a 
special  form  of  test  being  used  which  has  been  adopted  by  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries  for  the  specific  purpose  of  determining  the  keeping 
quality  of  milk. 

In  cases  where  unsatisfactory  results  are  obtained,  the  Executive  Committee 
send  an  Inspector  to  the  farms  to  ascertain  why  the  milk  is  defective,  and  to 
suggest  remedies. 

While  the  testing  is  done  in  Trade  Laboratories,  and  Local  Authorities  are 
not  concerned  in  the  routine  sampling,  in  order  to  secure  co-operation  all  un¬ 
satisfactory  cases  are  reported  to  the  Local  Authority,  whose  Inspector 
accompanies  the  representative  of  the  War  Agricultural  Executive  Committee 
on  his  advisory  visits  to  the  farm  in  question. 
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In  addition  to  the  milk  testing  supervised  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries,  routine  sampling  work  is  undertaken  by  the  Essex  County 
Council.  Under  the  County  Scheme  at  least  six  samples  per  year  are  obtained 
from  farms  licensed  to  produce  T.T.  or  Accredited  Milk.  If  unsatisfactory 
results  are  obtained  the  number  is  exceeded.  Where  milk  is  supplied  to 
schools,  one  sample  per  school  term  is  obtained  at  the  school,  and  submitted 
to  various  tests. 

The  responsibilities  of  Local  Authorities,  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
Orders,  are  not  affected  by  either  of  these  Schemes,  but  they  are  advised  to 
concentrate  chiefly  on  the  methods  of  handling,  processing  and  conveyance 
of  milk;  buildings  being  of  secondary  importance.  Additional  samples  are 
taken  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  when  necessary. 

There  are  11  Cowsheds  and  12  Purveyors  of  Milk  in  the  district. 

Bakehouses. — There  are  6  Bakehouses  in  the  district.  These  are  periodic¬ 
ally  inspected. 

Meat. — There  are  two  Government  Controlled  Slaughter-houses  in  the 
district.  The  number  of  inspections  made  by  the  Inspector  during  the  year, 
and  including  visits  at  the  time  of  slaughter,  was  650.

HOUSING. 

At  the  end  of  the  previous  year,  the  post-war  housing  programme  had 
arrived  at  the  stage  when  20  temporary  bungalows  of  the  Arcon  type  were 
allocated.  And  it  had  been  decided  that  they  should  be  erected  on  the  site 
owned  by  the  Council,  which  had  been  earmarked  for  the  building  of  houses 
for  overcrowded  families. 

Further  progress  was  made  in  the  negotiations  for  the  purchase  of  the  two 
large  housing  sites  in  the  Borough,  having  a  total  area  of  approximately  35 
acres;  and  the  two  small  sites  in  the  hamlets  of  Sewards  End  and  Little 
Walden. 

Application  was  made  for  a  further  allocation  of  20  Arcon  bungalows,  but 
these  were  no  longer  available. 

It  was  decided  to  erect  66  permanent  houses  of  traditional  type  on  the 
Ashdon  Road  site,  and  a  lay-out  was  prepared  for  150  traditional  or  pre¬ 
fabricated  permanent  houses  on  the  Sheds  Lane  site. 

Building  operations  were  begun  as  soon  as  possible,  but  were  impeded  by 
the  limited  supply  of  materials  and  labour,  and  progress  was  still  further 
delayed  by  the  abnormal  weather  conditions  in  the  winter  months;  so  that, 
despite  every  effort,  only  ten  of  the  permanent  houses  had  reached  the  stage 
of  roof-tiling  by  the  end  of  the  year,  and  only  the  20  temporary  bungalows 
were  actually  occupied.
